Election/Restrictions

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-1 1 and 13-19 drawn to polyimide film and substrate thereof 

Group II, claim(s) 12 drawn to a method of producing polyimide film recited in 
Group I. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the 
common technical feature in both groups is the polyimide having a benzoxazole 
structure with tetracarboxylic acid anhydride. This element cannot be a special 
technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the element is shown in the prior art. 
JP1 1504369 (listed on IDS) discloses polyimide precursor solutions comprise an 
organic liquid and the reaction product of an aromatic dianhydride and an aromatic 
diaminobenzoxazole capped (Abs.)
